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The Colonial anil India 53 Exhi- 
bition. 

{From our Sptcial Reimrter.) 

[First Article.] 
London, 'ttli May, 1886. 
In charming weather such as May 
sometimes favors London with, the 
Queen to day opened the Colonial find 
Indian Exhibition, the fourth (and 
probably the last) of the series inaugur- 
ated by "the Fisheries." The sugges- 
tion for the present exhibition came 
from the Prince of Wales, who, as far 
back as 1878, during the Paris Exhibi 
tion, spoke of the groat value which 
would accrue to commerce from a con- 
census of the products of the British 
Empire, and of 

THE NOBLE Punrost; 
such a gathering would serve in 
strengthening the tie's which bind 
Great to Greater Britain. H. R. High- 
ness's idea took final shape in 1884, 
when a Boyal Commission, with him- 
self as Executive President, was form- 
ed to carry out the scheme. Invita- 
tions were sent to the Government of 
India and to all the colonies; and walk- 
ing through the Exhibition one can 
see at a glance how universally and 
heartily »l?ey have been responded to. 
Even Fiji sends her contributions, and 
apparently the only Colonies unrepre- 
sented are Tasmania and Newfound- 
land. 

The buildings (with a few additions 
the same as were erected for the Fish- 
eries Exhibition) are in South Ken- 
sington; the scene in this most fashion- 
able neighborhood this morning was 
very animated, and the progress of the 
long lines of carriages which were 
making either for the Exhibition or 
the Albert Hall (where the opening 
ceremony was to take place) was con- 
siderably impeded by the large crowd. 

Attracted by the opportunity of 

SEEING THE QUEEN, 

the people began to assemble as early 
as nine o'clock, and they found plenty 
to interest them in the dresses of the 
ladies, the uniforms of the naval and 
military officers, and the still more 
gorgeous robes of the Orientals, who 
for two hours passed in a constant, 
stream. It was soon evident that both 
the Exhibition buildings and the Al- 
bert Hall would be quite full, notwith- 
standing that tho price of admission 
to the former was 20s. each person, and 
in the latter ranged from 25s, for a 
Boat in the balcony or gallery to £'25 
for a Loggia box. • 

The main entrance to the Exhibi- 
tion had been specially reserved for the 
Queen and the persons taking part in 
the procession. The Hall into which 
this entrance opens (and where the 
State reception of Her Majesty was to 
take place) was splendidly decorated 
with azaleas, roses, and other flowera 
massed amongst ferns, the whole pro- 
ducing a most beautiful effect. Al- 
most rivalling the (lowers and suspend- 
ed banners, were the uniforms of tho 
Oificers and Ministers, tho Yeomen of 
tho Guard, the Heralds, and Trumpet- 
ers. About twenty minutes to twelve 
o'clock the brilliant party-- prominent 
among whom were the Marquis of 
Hartington, Lord Derby, Sir Fredrick 
Leighton, Sir Peter Lumsden, Sir 
Charles Tupper, Lord Iddesleigh, and 
Lords Northbrook and Lipon -was 
joined by the Prince and Princess of 
Wales; and shortly after twelve 
o'clock, having been heralded by a 
flourish of trumpets, tho Queen arriv- 
ed, during the rendering of the 
•'National Anthem" and a salute by 
the Life Guards. The Prince of Wales 
then introduced to her Majesty the 
members of the Iloyal and Colonial 
commission including Sir Charles Tup- 
per and the Hon. Hector Fabre (repre- 
senting Canada) and the company was 



marshalled by the Lord Chamberlain 
into a procession, which was headed 
by the Serjeants-at-arms, Horalds, 
Macebears, and the members of the 
commission. The Mbrquis of Salis- 
bury, looking quite at home, was al- 
most the hiht of this section; and it 
was evident during the progress of the 
procession that almost all present 
were his admirers. Then came the 
Queen- dressed Entirely in black, with 
the exception of a grey feather in her 
bonnet- -accompanied by the Prince 
and Princess of Wales, the Crown 
Princess of Germany, the Duchess of 
Edinburgh, i he Duke and Duchess of 
Connaught, Prince and Princess Chris- 
tian, Princess Louise (Marchioness of 
Lome), Princess Beatrice, Prince Hen- 
ry of Battenberg, the Duke of Cam- 
bridge, the Duke, Duchess, and Prin- 
cess Victoria of Teck, and other mem- 
bers of the Royal Family. 

A PTE It THE RECEPTION 

the procession passed into a second hall, 
splendidly decorated with Indian cur- 
tains and carpets, and around which 
were placed life sized models, fully ac- 
coutred, of the various types of soldiers 
composing our native Indian regi- 
ments. Regarding those models, the 
question may reasonably bo asked 
whether a great point would not have 
been made by "having some of the mag- 
nificent Sikh soldiers brought from In- 
dia for this Exhibition; the picturesque 
uniforms and perfect bearing ai.d 
physique of these men would have been 
no slight addition from a scenic point 
of view, and a revelation to many col- 
onists, who have no adequate concep- 
tion of the splendid Indian army we 
possess. From this second hall the pro- 
cession went under the screen from 
Jeypore into the gallery devoted to the 
Indian exhibits. The chief features of 
this gallery are tho screens from every 
part of India, each in its distinctive 
style, varying from the heavy carved 
woodwork of the Central Provinces to 
the plain bamboo work of Assam, the 
spaces between the screens and the 
walls being filled with specimens of 
work from the respective districts. At 
a previous private view the appearance 
of this long gallery had been rather dis- 
appointing, owing possibly, to the uni- 
form height of these screens; but the 
eli'eet produced by' the passing of the 
procession, as seen from the Press 
Stand, was most striking, the screens 
forming a very effective background to 
the bright dresses and uniforms. LeavJ 
ing this gallery, tho route taken was 
past tho Indian Palace, through the 
Australian and 

CANADIAN COURTS, 

and across the grounds to the Albert 
Hall. 

The doors of tho Albert Hall had 
been opened at half-past ten o'clock, 
and the great building (capable of seat- 
ing about ten thousand persons) began 
to fill rapidly. A Throne for Her Maj- 
esty was placed on the platform in 
front of the orchestra in a temporary 
erection about twenty foet high by- 
twelve feet wide, which formed a most 
effective setting to tha throne. The 
back of this was of cloth of gold, with 
the letters V. R. I, in gold on green 
velvet, surmounted by a coronet in re- 
lief in a circle in the centre. The top, 
and the carpet on which the throne 
stood, were of Indian work, gold on 
scarlet, and the sides were hung with 
richest maroon velvet edged with green 
and scarlet panelled by gold, the whole 
forming a magnificent piece of work. 

The front of the arena was on one 
■side reserved for Ambassadors and dis- 
tinguished guests, and on the other for 
the members forming the procession. 
The Persian Ambassador was one of 
the early arrivals, and was followed 
quickly by Rustem Pacha, the Turkish 
Ambassador, looking worn, as if the 
diplomatic tension of the past few 
weeks hud left its mark. Another 
well known arrival was Sir W. Ver- 
non Harcourt, trying to look jolly un- 
der the circumstances, but soemingly 
not at ease in his court suit and sword. 
Then came the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, looking every inch a prelate, 
and the Bishop of London, with his 
firm business-like appearance. The 
Sultan of Lahore, with three attend- 
ants, arrived early; while in the am- 
phitheatre stalls, and noticeable from 
the rich yellow silk shawl edged with 
magnificent diamonds which covered 
her head and figure, was the Maharanee 
of Ivooch of Behur, who, judging, from 
her energetic but graceful manner of 
conversing with her attendants, ap- 
peared much interested. 

Just before otio o'clock a movement 
amongst tho orBcvjla showed that the 
Quoon was arvioaching: tho procession 
tiled slowly in, and everyone rose 'ta 
HER MAJESTY ENTERED 

and took her pluco in front of the throne, 
tho Princo of Wales standing on her 
right, tho othor members of the royal 
family being on cither side. As they 
took their places, tho choir and orchestra 
(numbering eight hundred), conducted by 
Mr. Bdrnby, gave "God Savo the Queon," 
the first and third verses in English, tho 
intermediate one in Sanskrit. 

Following the National Anthem came 
tho Ode specially written for this occasion 
by Lord Tennyson, Pout Laureate, and 
set to muBic by Sir Arthur Sullivan, who 
conducted the choir rondering it. 

Tho second and third verses of tho Ode 
were sung as solos by Madame Albani, 
the choir joining in at tho end of each 
verso. This finished, Sir Arthur Sullivan 
called for throe cheers for the Quoen, 
which wiis heartily respondod to, but the 
effect was rather spoiled by the difliculty 
of cheering together in so lurge a hall. 
"Ono cheer mora for the Union," criad a 



gentleman; and all who heard the call 
gavo the oheor willingly 

Tho Princa of Wales, as executive 
president, then read the address 
to her majesty who was then banded the 
official cutalogue ttud handbook, and a 
gold master-key of exquisite workmanship, 
capable of opening the hundreds of locks 
in the exhibition. 

To tho surprise of most persons present 
her majesty, who had been standing during 
tho dolivery of tho address, read her own 
reply in a voice which, though not power- 
ful, was so olear and distinct as to be heard 
over the whole hall. 

The effect at the close was most striking 
and impressivo, tho entire assembly being 
perfeotly motionloss, with all eyes . rivltod 
on tho central figure. As the Queen finished 
reading, the audience, which had hitherto 
seemed somewhat awed by tho presence of 
her majesty, lost its subdued tone, and 
cheered again and again in an xmmistake- 
ably hearty manner, the Queeu responding 
by as frequently bowing. , .. • 

The exhibition was then, by command of 
the Queen, 

DKCI.A.KED OPEN, 

the fact being formally announced by a 
flourish of trumpets from tho state trumpet- 
ers stationed in tho hull, and the firing of a 
royal salute in Hyde park. Tho heavy 
boom of the guns sounded throughout tho 
hall while tho Archbishop of Canterbury 
offered up prayer iu a clear, distinct voice. 
The Hallelujah Chorus was then sung by 
tho choir, and again the audience was 
thrilled by Madame Albani 's beautiful ren- 
dering of "Home, Swoot Home."' Then 
followed "Utile Britannia" bythe choir, and 
during this her majesty loft the hall, turn- 
ing, however, at the door and repeatedly 
bowing her acknowledgements of the cheers 
which came from all sides: 
. After tho doparturg of tho Queen, the 
greater number of visitors in the Albert 
Hall passed into the. exhibition, where 
generals and udmirulu were soon buiily 
engaged in struggles for luncheon. 

The scono in tho exhibition during tho 
next two hours was very animated, and 
tho chief objectB of interest were Btir- 
rounded by largo groups of admirers. The 
palm for attractiveness must be given to 

TUK INDIAN P.VLACB. 

Passing through tho noble stone gateway 
presented by tho Maharajah of Gwalior, 
tho visitor finds himself in a courtyard 
round which at least a soore of native ar- 
tificers are working at their various trades. 
Great facilities aro to be offered to work- 
ingmen in this country to visit this exhi- 
bition, but it is to bo hoped they' will not 
copy the loisurely style which passes for 
work in India. The scene, however, is 
a perfoctly truo one, and vividly recalls 
many such in tho northwest provinces. 
Tho Durbar Hall of tho palace, with its 
delicate carving and tints and " its silver 
throne, is also a very correct and beauti- 
ful representation. ■ * 

A case, with stuffed animals, represent- 
ing Indian jungle-lile, prespnted by the 
Maharajah of Kooch Bohar (the husband 
of the lady previously mentioned), attract- 
ed great notice. In it a tiger is attacking 
an elephant, and tho tigress and nor cub 
aro iu tho long grabs close by watching 
the strugglo; while a native, too terror- 
stricken to move, is standing near. Bears, 
deer, and dozens of other India'n animals 
and birds are in the oollection. In front, 

two WILD rias ■ . 
are tearing filong, one having just been 
speared by a native hidden in the thick 
jungle. Alligators aro lying in tho nearly 
dry bed of a stream, and a huge python, 
a magnificent specimen, is in a tree ready 
to drop on his prey. These are only a few 
of the dotails of this splendid case. 

ANOTHIE SCENE 

of a somewhat similar charaotor is in tho 
South Australian oourt, in which the life 
of the aborigines is moat vividly depsoted 
No one having seen this; representation 
will easily forgot the nf.tivo who is stand- 
ing on a strip of bark which Berves as a" 
canoo. spear in hand, watching for fish in 
tho creek. Hib wifo and child in a hut 
near at hand, with the ombers of a glow- 
ing wood fire in front, make up the pre- 
sumably happy family ; but the precise 
relationship of tho solitary gentleman on 
the other side, who is trying to kindle a 
fire by tho friction of two sticks of wood, 
is not officially announced in tho cata- 
logue. Oh)8a by these aro exhibited somo 
of the beautiful manufactures of Adelaide, 
thus contrasting civilization with Bavage 
lifo. The exhibits sent froci

are in tilie Canadian court, to which the 
fine trophy of tho Hastings sawmills is no

TEE ABBE LISZT. 

So much ia just now being said about 
Franz Liszt who ia electrifying (he mua 
ical world of London with his marvellous, 
and long acknowledged powers that a few 
particulars of hia early life may bo of in- 
terest. He has both Magyar and German 
blood in hia veins. His mother, Anna 
Lager, was born in Krema, a littlo dis- 
tance from Vienna, while his father, Adam 
Liozt, was tho descendant of an ancient 
and noble Hungarian family. The boy 
knew his notes before he had mastered 
tho alphabet, and would steal away from 
his playmates to his father's pianoforte. 
From the age of six ho seemed to have 
neither life nor enjoyment out of his inu- 
sio, and applied himself to it with such 
passionate energy that hia mother became 
alarmed for hia health. He was only niue 
years old when ho played at a public con- 
cert at Oldenburg, with such success that 
he was at onca secured for a concert 
which was to be given in the Princo's pal- 
ace at Pruaburt;. This concert was at- 
tended by a most musical and artistic 
audience, aa well as by many Hungarian 
nobles, who were so struck aud delighted 
■with the boy's talent that they guaranteed 
him £00 a year for aix years to enable him 
to continue his Htudies under tho boat 
masters. Two concerts were given in Vi- 
enna for tho purpose of introducing the 
lad of fourteen to tho people of this mu- 
sic-loving city. Beethoven, who rarely 
at thio time appeared in public, was 
among the audience, and waa ao dolighted 
-with the boy's extraordinary talent that 
lie went on to tho platform, and be- 
fore tho crowded assembly, took 
Franz in hia arms and kiaaed him. 
The letters of introduction he carried 
from the Hungarian noblea opened tho 
salon* of the Parisian ariatocracy to tho 
yroteye, and tho Duchesse de Berry and 
the ]3uko of Orleans, afterwards Louis 
Philippo, took him specially undor their 
protection. Lo Potit Litz, aa he was call- 
ed, wss the hero of the day, tho pet of the 
nobility, tho artists and the learned; in 
abort, of all cultivated Paris. Just aa the 
press in Vienna, in Munich and in Stut- 
jjardt had lauded him, so now did tho 
Paris journals, oapoeially aftor hia appear- 
ing at a concert iu 1825 at the Italian 
opora. He was declared to bo tho "firat 
pianoforte player in Europe, tho child be- 
yond compare, whose bewitching olegauco, 
charm of mind and 'manner, kind heart 
and aristooratic bearing had takon captive 
tho hearts of all." During the next two 
years he made artistic tours in Switzer- 
land and in tho French provinces; he also 
came twice to England in 1824 and 1825, 
accompanied by Erard. George IV. show- 
ed him much kiudnesa during those visits. 
His father dying, ho supported his moth- 
er in Boulogne by giving pianoforte lea- 
sons, rarely appearing in public. He short- 
ly after fell in love with Caroline, countess 
St Erig, daughter of the minister of the 
interior. The lovo waa reciprocal, but her 
father had promised her to another. In 
1834 he married tho Countess D'Agoult, 
who died in 1876 leaving three children, 
one of whom was ih.iwidowof Richard War- 
ner. After a year of success in Paris, 1834, 
he lived in retirement at Geneva for two or 
three years, until he waB mastered by the 
desire of once again living a publio life. 
From 1839 to 1847 he traveled from place 
to place, triumph and honor following ever- 
at bis heels. He was decked with orders 
and titles by pops and princes. Lizst 
dwelt at Weimar until 18C9, whon, owing 
to Borne opposition to the production of an 
opora, he resigned his appointment and 
•went on a long visit to his mother, who 
still lived in Puris. -He went to Home in 
1861 and, four years later received the titlo 
of Abbe, became a monk of tho Franciscan 
Order, and dwelt for a whole yoar in tho 
Vatican. Pio Xono hud a great admiration 
for him, calling him his son, his Pulostrina. 
Iu 1869 Liazt returned to Germany, aud 
paid long yearly visits to Weimar. The 
grand duke presented him with a house 
beautifully situated in the midst of the park, 
and hero, says Amy Fay, "ho lives elegant- 
ly and free of expenso whenever he chooses 
to come to it." Ono of the rooms in this 
house has been furnished aud put in order 
by the grand duchess herself. All Weimar 
adores liim. When he walks out he bows 
to everybody just like a king. No wonder 
that he is loved aud honored, for never has 
man done so much to help young artists. 
His heart and purse have boen ever open 
to them, bis time and experience always at 
their disposal. Sinco 1817 his life has been 
exclusively consecrated to tho benefit of 
others, to artistic undertakings and charit- 
ablo objects. "It is difficult," says La 
Mara, "to talk of Liszt's playing to those 
■who have never heard him. His playing is 
a revelation. ' ' "Tho instrument glows and 
sparkles undor his hands, " says Schumann. 
And Mondelsshohu, writing of him, 
declares: "I have never aeen a musician 
like Liszt, in whom feeling and sentiment 
seem to run to tho fingertips and pour cut 
in an unchecked stream." The enthu- 
siasm at his roappoarance, after an absence 
of nearly half a century, has been a mar- 
vollous testimony to tho power that must 
have shone out in his early life; the ear- 
nestness and quiet strength of his pur- 
pose: influences that seem to have follow- 
ed him even in his retiromont. From the 
Queon, who commanded hia attendance at 
Windsor castle and hastened to dohim hon- 
or, down to the humblest of her artistic 
subjects, thore has been the desire to ex- 
press admiration for a life nobly livod, a 
purpose perfectly fulfilled. 

HON. LUCIUS SET 'II HUNTING- 
TON. 

Hon. Lucius Seth Huntington, died at 
New York on the 19th inst. of bronchitis. 
He was a descendant of a New England 
family that came over in tho time of tho 
Mayflower, and participated in all the vi- 
cissitudes of that time. No New Eng- 
land family has more distinguished itself 
in the church, field and senate. Hia 
grandfather, a U. E, loyalist, removed to 
Canada and settled at Compton, Que., to- 
wards the close of the last century. The 
deceased was a son of the late Seth Hunt- 
ington, of Waterville, Quo., and was bom 
on. tho 26th of May, 1827, thus lacking 
but a few days of oompleting his 59th 
year at the time of his death. He was 
married to Miriam Jane, daughter of tho 
late Major David Wood, of Bhefford. 
Thio lady died in 1871, and in 1878 Mr. 
Huntington remarrind, taking unto him- 
self Mrs. Marsh, reliot of tho late Charles 
Marsh, civil engineer. Ho was called to 
the bar of Lower Canada in 1853, and 
created a Queen's counsel ton years later. 
Mr. Huntington was n. member of the ex- 
ecutive council of Canada and solicitor- 
general of Lower Canada from 
May, 1863, till March, 1864, when 
the government (Sanfiold-Macdonald- 
Dorion) resigned. D»a*ai6d was Bworn in 



as a privy councillor on the 20th of Janu- 
ary, 1874, and was president of that body 
till he was appointed postmaster-general 
in the Mackenzie government in October, 
1878; he had previously acted aa minister 
of publio works during Mr. Mackenzie's 
abaonco in England in 1875. Mr. Hunt- 
ington had been in public life since 1860, 
vepreaonting Shefford. At the last gen- 
era; electiou he deoided to retire, and 
took up his residence in New York. Ho 
was of a literary bent of mind, and has 
given to tho world a very readable novol 
in "The Professor." Mr. Huntington 
was a finished orator, and his speeches 
wore excellent specimens of eloquon* lo- 
livery and finished diction.

To the Editor: — The. opening of tho 
Colonial exhibition was quite a success, 
the whole programme being carried out 
without a single failure, except that the 
Queen was about fifteen minutos behind 
tho time appointed for her arrival. The 
ceremony was not imposing, but quito 
suitable for the occasion. In the procos- 
sion the effect was marred by the absurd 
and tawdry vestments of the heralds, 
pursuivants, etc., and the hugger mugger 
confused crowd of ununiformed officials 
and others preceding the Queen. Her 
Majesty looked graciously dignified, but 
fluahed by the heat of tho building and 
tho exortion. The Prince of Wales look- 
ed pleasant, aa though ho thought, "If it 
gives you pleasure 1 am glad to do it, but 
it is not much fun for mo." 

The enthusiasm of tho visitors waa of 
the English sort, somewhat restrained and 
manifested by cheering, half subdued na 
though not sure that it was quito the 
right thing to holla at the Queen.

A DESPERATE ESCAPE. 

A, You uk Girl's Drcnt'ljof the Hor 
rorsol u French Prison. 

Paris, May 16 -Rosette Mathieu, 
a jiirl undergoing imprisonment afc the 
St. Joseph Female Prison at Lyons, 
made her escape a fortnight since, and 
was recaptured a few days ago at 
Grenoble. While before the Judge 
she stated that the treatment she re- 
ceived at St. Joseph was such that she 
waa determined not to bo taken back 
alive. Shfi said that the fare was not 
only insufficient, but frequently uneat- 
able; and that in addition to the 
authorized punishments, which were 
many and severe, the prisoners were 
subject to the spiteful treatment of the 
female wardens, which often took the 
shape of ingenious torture. On her 
way back to Lyons, while in the cell- 
ular waggon in which prisoners are 
conveyed, she fainted, as frequently 
happens, owing to the want of venti- 
lation in these cells on wheels, and she 
was carried to the doorway of the wag- 
gon, that the fresh air might restore 
her. On regaining consciousness, Bbe 
suddenly pushed the attendant to one 
side and leaped out, falling at the 
side of the track. The train was stop- 
ped as soon as possible, and a guard 
sent hack. The place of the girl's 
leap was clearly indicated by marks on 
Jhe embankment; but the prisoner 
could not be found, nor has any trace 
of her been yet discovered.

FROM THE CAPITAL 



The Fisheries Quesnon.-Another Cnrr 
Soandal Disposed of.-Amnesty. 



(Eroni Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, May 15th. 
We are rapidly approaching tho end. 
Government business has precedence 
every day and the measures initiated by 
the administration have made excel- 
lent progress. Thero was quite a fight 
over the Chinese bill Mr. Shakespeare 
advocating an increase in the tax from $50 
to $1000, and Peter Mitchell protesting 
against the payment of a salary of §3000 
to the interpreter. While the details of 
tho measure may not be entirely accept- 
able to the people of British Columbia 
still on the authority of your representa- 
tives it will be satisfactory to learn thftt 
the bill is a vast improvement on that of 
last year. Credit is due to the B. C, 
members for the vigorous manner in which 
they upheld the interest of the province. 

TlTK FISHERIES QUESTION. 

The excitement which prevails along the 
Atlantic coast over the seizure of the 
David J. Adams, the American fishing 
schoonor is having the effeot of inducing 
the people of Canada to familiarize them- 
selves with tho points in dispute between 
us and the United States over the fisher- 
ies question. At the firat blush it might 
bo said that to prohibit vosboIb from com- 
ing into our ports to purchase bait iB tho 
height of absurdity; that we are throwing 
good money away, and refusing a lucra- 
tive trade. Tho fact is, however, that by 
doing this we aro just taking tho ono step 
which will bring the United States to timo, 
and compol them to adopt reciprocal trade 
rolations. By the treaty of 1818, whioh, 
since the abrogation by the U. S. govern- 
ment of the Washington treaty, governs 
our fishery relations with tho States, fish- 
ing vcsboIs of tho neighboring republic 
ure absolutely prohibited from entering 
our ports or bays except for the purpose 
of shelter and repairing dainago, of pur- 
chasing wood and of obtaining water, and 
for jio other purpose whatever. By the 
latter olauso the purchase of bait, which 
tho Adams was doiug, is prohibited, and 
if we surrender our point then good byo 
to the Canadian fisheries. Providence 
appears to have g : ven us tho whip hand, 
and let us keep it. The United States 
fishermen cannot get bait on their own 
coasts; they must come to us for it, They 
are prohibited from fishing within the 
three mile limit off our coasts, whore the 
b»it is to bo had, and they bon3t that they 
do not even desire this privilege if thoy 
bo permitted to purchase bait from us.

ANOTHER GRIT SCANDAL COLLA1MKH. 

l (, or the last four weeks Mr. Blake has 
had on tho order paper a motion declar- 
ing that Murray Dodd, M. P , had, in the 
(Jape Breton election of 1884, when Mr. 
McDougall, the sitting member, was a 
candidate, attempted to compol Mr. 
Roche, a member of the Sydney pilotago 
commission, to vote for the conservative 
candidate threatening him with dismissal 
from oflice unless he did so, and that sub- 
sequently Mr. liocho was removed from 
his position because ho had failed to sup- 
port Mr. McDuugall . Mr. Blake did not 
make his motion until this week, and he 
waa not permitted to present his side of 
the case without having tho ground cut 
completely from under his feet by Mr. 
Dodd himsolf. He stated that Mr. 
Roche, who is a personal friend and poli- 
tical supporter of his, had been advised 
by him that ho exposed himself to dis- 
missal if ho took an active part in tho 
election hostile to the government, 
aud that he gave his warning 
in all sincerity and friendliness, because 
of the precedents sot by the liberal party 
when in office. The cases which Mr. Todd 
quoted aro conclusive, and entirely took 
the wind out of Mr. Blake's Bails. There 
was that of Hon. D. A. McDonald, post- 
master-general in the Mackenzie govern- 
ment, who wrote tho postmaster at Caril- 
lon warning him that ho would be liable 
to dismissal if ho voted against the liberal 
candidate; tho case of Hun. William H iss, 
tnembor of tho Mackenzie government, 
who wroto to a government official in 
Cape Breton, threatening him with dis- 
missal if he took part against the govern- 
ment candidate; the declaration of Hon. 
Mr. JoneB at Halifax, that if any govern- 
ment emplovo voted against him it would 
be at his peril, and innumerable other in- 
stances of kind ns laid down by the liber- 
als themselves. With regard to the charge 
that Rocke had been dismissed from his 
office, that was incorroct, as he still re- 
tained it. Blake looked bb if he was cor- 
nered, and the only remark made in justi- 
fication of his charges was that Roche had 
informed him of them. Ho did not press 
for a committee. 

PKOI'OSED AMNESTY. 

A short discussion took place on Thurs- 
day on the initiation of Mr. Laurie, with 
regard to the proposed amnesty to those 
implicated in the late robollion. Sir 
John was in a conciliatory mood, and said 
that tho government had decided to grant 
a general amnesty, with tho exception of 
one or two men known to have boon 
guilty of oold-blocfdod murder. He un- 
derstood that some of the half-breeds 
now in the States wore preparing peti- 
tions to the Queon praying for pardon, 
and asking permission to be allowed to 
return to their homos, and when these 
petitions had been received, signifying 
the submission of those mon to' the 
Queen's authority, the eovornor-general'a 
proclamation would be issued.

ENGLAND. 

London, May 20. —The Duke of Weit- 
minstor's "Ormando" won the Derby, 
"Bard" second and "Sprino" third. Fred 
Archer, the well-known jookey, rode the 
winner. He also rode for the two thous- 
and guinoa stakes. The weather at Ep- 
som at the time of the race was an old- 
fashioned May-day, light rain showers 
aud sunshine alternating. The wind blew 
quite strongly all night, but early this 
morning has been damp, and as a rosult 
the track was heavy, The usual scenes 
attended the raoe. Enormous crowds 
came from all directions, both by rail, 
vehicles and afoot, 

London, May 24. — Prof. Gold win Smith 
publishes an attack at Gladstone's propos- 
al to oonfer homo rule on Ireland. Tho 
professor declares it would be difficult to 
instance a parallel in history of a great 
country being so suddenly and miserably 
brought to hor knees as Groat Britain 
has been by the ptcmier's proposed sur- 
render. Referring to the support given 
Gladstone by the liberal national oaucus, 
Prof. Smith suys it behooves Englishmen 
to tako warning while yet there is time 
from tho calamitous examples given in 
the United StateBand Canada which show 
that when once machine politics become 
firmly rooted among tho people, thoir 
electoral liberties are onded. Gladstone's 
Irish policy had always been just as groat 
a failure as his foreign policy. His home 
rule'seheme, hatched secretly, if adopted, 
would entail upon the Empire incalculable 
disaster. Gladstone himself, the professor 
adds, is too near the end of his public life 
to feel tho full reaulta for which hia policy 
will be answerable. Hi'b hysterical man- 
nor and excessive excitement while con- 
ducting tho debato in tho houBe of com- 
mons provo that the country iB no longor 
safe in his hands 

London, May iM.— The house of lords, 
by u vote of M9 to 127, rejected the seoond 
reading of the bill legalizing marriage with 
a deoeased wife's sinter. The Prince of 
Wales supported tho bill. Tho duke of 
ConnaugUt, who was iu favor of tho bill, 
was paired. 

RUSSIA. 

Moscow, May 26. — Tho czar and czarina 
were welcomed with great pomp and cere- 
mony ut tho Kremlin to-day on their return 
from Livadia. An address of greoting was 
delivered by tho governor of Moscow, who 
used the following language: "Your im- 
perial majesties are wolcomcd. llopo gains 
wings, and Moscow thinks and steadfastly 
hopes that Christ's oross will soon shine at 
Sophia." The czar in his reply said ho 
loved and rejoiced to bo iu Moscow. He 
also said the third anniversary of his cor- 
onation, which will fall on to-morrow, was 
full of the happiost memories. At tho 
cathedral tho metropolitans congratulated 
the czar for restoring tho Black sea fleet, 
Russia's highest glory. 

GREECE. 

Athens, May 26. — King George is arrang- 
ing to make a tour abroad.

A Lund Case— *>ufciy Service. 

In pursuance of Section 2(i of tho Land 
Act (1884), Mr. J. P. Planta, stipendiary 
magistrate, held a court at Cowichan 
wharf, on the 18th, 10th and '20th inst., 
to investigate the case of A. B. Hoar 
against J. E. Johnson, in ejectment. Mr. 
McElmen, of Nanaimo, for the plaintiff; 
defendant conducting his own case. A 
jury, composed of C. Cowan, foreman, 
J. Sutton, A. W. Rogers, Geo. Lewis, 
and Geo. Jones, was eventually sworn in. 
This being the first case tried under the 
Act of 1884 caused considerable interest. 

Tho prosecution showed that Hoar pre- 
empted land amounting to 1G0 acres, and 
shortly afterwards loft his claim to go to 
tho mainland, remaining absent over a 
year, but appointing an agent to look 
after and occupy the property, That 
during the time of absoncu mentioned 
defendant presented a signed declaration 
of seven settlers that Hoar's pre-emption 
was unoccupied. On tho strength of this 
document Hoar's claim was made over to 
the defendant and recorded in tho land 
uflice. Hoar now claimed that the land 
was never unoccupied, but that ho had an 
agent living on it representing him. It 
was proved that one of tho signers to tho 
above declaration signed in total ignor- 
ance of what ho was doing, not having 
been in the country at all nt tho time tho 
dispute arose. The other sigoora wore 
not called by the defence, which broke 
down. 

The jury returned a vordiot at two in 
tho morning of the 20th inst., sproad 
ovor sixteon separate conclusions, the 
chief being, that defendant wilfully mis- 
represented facts, that his declarations 
before tho land commissioner wore incor- 
rect; that Hoar's claim had been occupied 
"in fact" by his agent, and uwarded tho 
plaintiff $50 damages. 

This verdict dealt only with facts, the 
legal bearings having to be argued at a 
higher court; but the verdict is tinal us 
(ar as fact* go.

Congress Asked for §100,000, 

Washington, May 17. — The president 
has transmitted to congress a report of 
tho secretary of state, with accompanying 
pnpera, in respect to the location cf a 
frontier line between Alaska and British 
Columbia. Mr. Bayard says: 

The British government is prepared to 
U ke part in a preliminary investigation of 
;Le boundary question, and now nothing 
dolays action but tho want of nn appro- 
priation by congress to enable the govern- 
ment to take part in the survey, In view 
of the fact that important and grave in- 
ternational questions of jurisdiction may 
nt any time arhe, owing to the circurr.- 
atr.nco that great mineral wealth exists in 
tho territory which is traversed by tho 
boundary line, the secretary of state has 
tho honor to recommend that congress bo 
requestod to enact a law to authorize the 
survey and to appropriate §100,000, or so 
much thereof as may be necessary, to de 
fray the ozpenBea of the preliminary sur- 
rey. 

The prosidont, in hia letter of trans- 
mittal, says: 

In view of the importance) of the aub- 
jeet, I recommend th»s a provision be 
made by law for the preliminary survuy 
of tho boundary lino in question by of 
ficers of tho United States, in order that 
tho information necessary for thn basis of 
n treaty botweon this country and Groat 
Britain for the establishment of a defi- 
nite boundary line may bo obtainable. 

Eastern Canada Mail

Montreal, May 17. — A sensation 
was created here to day by Miss Vic- 
toria Cohen, tho daughter of a Hobrew 
citizen, firing three shots from a tiny 
revolver at a former lover named Her- 
man G. Schoyer, a German importer 
here, whom she met in Place JVArines 
square, in the very contre of the city 
An action for damages which Miss 
Cohen brought against Schoyer for 
breach of promise and seduction was 
partially heard in the Superior Oourt 
last week, but was subsequently with- 
drawn by the plaintiff ou defendant 
paying her $300 for a full settlement 
of her claim. The reason she assigned 
for her conduct to day was that he had 
slandered her character when giving 
information about the settlement of 
the suit to the local press, and refused 
to withdraw the offensive expressions 
when she asked him to do so. Had the 
revolver been larger Schoyer would 
certainly have beon killed or seriously 
wounded, as all three balls penetrated 
hia clothes, but only lodged there and 
he escapee! with only a scratch. 

At a meeting held at Sydney, Cape 
Breton, on Suturday, resolutions were 
adopted and a cominitteo appointed to 
secure local self-government for the Is- 
land as a province of the Dominion. 

Ottawa, May 17.— The Nova Scotia 
House of Assembly has been dissolved. 
Nomination day is fixed for June the 
10th, and election day for the 17th.

Flett, chief trader of the Hud- 
son's Bay Oo., who was in charge of 
the post at Lower Fort Garry, for 
many years. He was born in St. Paul's 
parish on July the 24th, 1852, and 
was educated at St. John's College, 
Winnipeg, and at Sydney Sussex Col- 
lege, Cambridge.
